The Iow a R epublican State Convention. 
1)F8 Moinf.8, June 57th.—The Republican State 
Convention was called to order. 
Hon. J. Kasson 
was made tem porary Chairman. 
Mr. Kasson on 
taking the chair very briefly reviewed the success­ 
ful managem ent of the Republican part , for twenty 
¿earnin the nation and in Iowa. 
He said that what­ 
ever may be the hoc eat differences of opinion on 
6ome points, on two things all Iowa Republicans 
were agreed : Opposition to free trade and free al- 
cohf l. 
Mr. Kasson was frequently interrupted by 
cheers. 
At the afternoon session D. B. Henderson 
was made perm anent Chairman and Senator James 
F. Wilson Chairman of the Committee on Resolu­ 
tions. 
Mr. Henderson was escorted to the chair, making 
a speech full r.f fire a«d enthusiasm, pledging the 
party to homes as against saloons, and to home in­ 
dustries as against the influences of the British gold 
power. 
His speech was enthusiastically applauded. 
• ine of the Vice-Presidents was Addison Rhodes, of 
Maha-ka, a form er slave, wha had been sold on the 
block. 
The Committee on Resolutions was not 
ready to report, .and on motion of Rev. J. H. Losier, 
Buren R. Sherman" was recoininated for Governor 
by acclamation, and II. Manning for Lieutenant- 
Gover. or by acclamation. 
Prof. Akers was renom ­ 
inated for Superintendent of Public Instruction by 
acclamation, Judge ReeJ, of Council Bluffs, for 
Judge of the «Supreme Court. 
The platf- rm is quite lengthy. 
The temperance 
question is dealt with in the following two planks : 
Second, th at while we extend our earnest sympathy 
to the people of all countries who are struggling for 
their rights in opposition to oppressive laws and 
systems, we also plant ourselves on the side of the 
homes of our own people in their contest against 
the saloons; that when the Republican party of 
Iowa pledged itself in 1879 to give to the people, at 
a special non partisan election, an opportunity to 
vote ou a pro position to so amend the Constitution 
of the State as to prohibit the m anufacture and 
sale as a beverage of intoxicating liquors, it acted 
in good faitb, and the special election of June 27, 
1882, evidences tie redemption of the pledge so 
given, and we now declare th at we accept the 
result 
of 
th at 
election, 
with 
its 
m ajority 
of 29,974 votes in favor ot the adoption of the 
am endm ent so voted on as a verdict of the people 
in favor of constitutional and statutory prohibition, 
and without making any new test of party fealty, 
we* recognize the moral and political necessity which 
requires the enactm ent of such laws by tbe General 
Assembly as shall provide for the establishment and 
enforcement of the principle and policy affirmed by 
the people at said non p irti-an election, and to that 
end the faith of the party ia pledged. 
The reading of tho p'atfonn was constantly ir.ter- 
ruptcd with applause, and the tem perance plank 
was particularly cheered ana echoed. 
At the con- 
clusioi of its reading it was adopted b}' a unanimous 
vote, with renewed applause. 
Adjourned.

The R u p tu re B etw een «¿arfidd and the 
Stalwarts. 
Chicago, June 27th —The inside history of the 
rupture between Garfield and the .stalwarts is 
likely to be a thousand times retold, and it is 
claimed th a t if the correspondence of Garfield finds 
light it will disclose many facts of which the public 
as yet has never been aware. 
The Times' Washiug- 
t >n correspondent claims to have seen letters of the 
dead President which plainly indicate that Blaine is 
directly responsible for the rupture between Gar­ 
field and Conkling, and that the former desired to 
avoid it. 
After having broken faith with Conkling 
in the m atter of the appointm ent of Secretary of 
the Treasury, Garfield agreed to not disturb M erritt 
in his position, and Conkling stipulated not tc op­ 
pose Robertson’s appointm ent to some foreign mis­ 
sion. 
Blaine, in the meantime, was the one who 
was urging Robertson for Collector of New York to 
antagonize Conkling. 
Mr. B aine was in due time 
apprised of the agreement., and thereupon he wrote 
a le ter to President Garfield declaring he would 
resign his place in the Cabinet if Mr. Robertson 
were not nominated Collector of New 
York, 
and requesting an answer. This letter was de­

and the President made no reply. 
His silence in­ 
formed the Secretary of State that he might re 
sign ; th at flis demands could not be complied with. 
But Mr. Blaine would not let the m atter rest there. 
Having waited in vain all day for a reply, in the 
evening he went to the W hite House, and re­ 
peated his demand for Robertson's nomination in 
person. 
The intend, w lasted till a late hour in the 
night, and Mr Blaine’s strong will and aggresrive- 
ness cairied the day in hi-Tstruggle with a man 
who, in spite of many admirable qualities, relied 
too little on his own convictions and too much on 
the representations of others 
The next morning 
Mr. Conkling sat in the Senate chamber writing a 
telegraphic dispatch to po itical friends of his, ask­ 
ing them to d.> what the President had asked for in 
the local m atter already referred to, and was thus 
engaged in completing his agreem ent with tbe 
President when the nominations by the President 
were received.

RATES. 


Coiislderatlon of tho Question by the 
Railroad Commission. 
[Special to the Rkcord-V nion. i 
San F ran* sco, June 27th.—At the adjourned 
meeting of the Railroad Commis-i ners to-day, all 
the members were piessnt, and Mr. C arpenter pre­ 
sided 
J. C. Stubbs, Freight Manager, Col. Gray 
and otber railroad nu n wefre present, :u response to 
notice from tne Commission. 
General Barnes appeared for the North Pacific 
Coast Railroad Company, a corporation which had 
been included in the order to show cause. 
He said 
the road had uover been a paying institution, to il­ 
lustrate which statem ent he gave a brief history of 
the company. 
It had been built by certain citiz ns 
of Marin, and had finar daily injured m ost of them. 
Milton S. Latham had expended upon it at different 
tim es between S3,000,000 and $1,000,000, an opera­ 
tion which hail ruined him. l i e roau was now 
barely sustaining itielf. 
The earning? last year 
were $07,000, and the operating expenses, including 
interest on bonds issued for Us construction, $66,­ 
000, leaving a profit of $1,000. To apply such re­ 
ductions as proposed by the order to this road 
would simply ruin it. 
No reduction at all could be 
made. 
There was no complaint from citizens along 
the Iiue of the North Pacific CoaFt concerning 
freight and passenger rates. 
The road had no con­ 
nection with the Central Pacific and leased lines, 
against which he understood the public batteries 
.veie now being directed, and with any faults in the 
management of th at corporation had i otbing to do. 
He asked th at the road be excepted from tbe order 
of the Board, or if not th at a hearing be granted on 
these fact?. The line had no through business, was 
purely a loeri concern, run for the benefit of the 
j>eop!e along its line, and w'as run principal y upon 
the profits cf the ferry. 
Mr. C arpenter said th at any freight schedule to 
apply to the North Pacific Coast Poad would have 
to be made expressly for it, as it was evident dis­ 
crimination m ust be made in its favor. 
Mr Foote remarked th at if such a state of facta 
as given by General Baruca existed, he would ro t 
vote for freight reductions oil the N orth Pacific 
Coast Road. 
He understood the gchedu’e of fare 
adopted cy the Board did not apply to these small 
roads. 
RATES IN AUSTRALIA. 
At the reqneat tf Mr. Carpenter, L. L. Dow, & 
member of the A ustralian Parliament, who was 
present, gave the Board some information upon 
freight rates in his country. 
He said his attention 
was called at Chico to freight chargee in this State, 
where he was traveling to obtain Information, «and 
he had 
remarked 
that 
Australians would 
be 
very glad to get rates so cheap. 
In tbe colony of 
Y'ictoria, the largest wheat-producing colony, the 
rate from a point to tide w ater was 14 cents per 60 
pounds 
The distance was about the fam e as from 
Chico— 200 miles—from whence wheat cim e to tide 
water for about three cents per bushel of 60 pounds. 
He gave several other c.s s showing similar compar­ 
ison. 
There was a difference between the rates go­ 
ing inland, as the reduction to 14 cent? a bushel was 
made to enable grain to reach Melbourne. 
He 
stated th at the railways were operated by the Aus­ 
tralian Government, and th at the people appealed 
to their Members of Parliam ent for reductions. 
Mr. Jhoote evinced m uch curiosity «as to the 
reasons for Mr. Dow’s appearance before the Board, 
and he fired three or four quistions at him, with a 
view to sflccrtiiuing w hether there m ight not be 
gome railroad scheme in the fact of his presence. 
Mr Dow was tome what surprised at this bit of 
suspicion, aud stated th at he K ew none of the offi­ 
cials of the Central Pacific, ami was not traveling 
on a pass. 
He was se t to California by the news­ 
paper with which he was connected, and all bis ex­ 
penses were paid. 
The gentlem an who had ai-ked 
him to appear he had m et at Sacramento, and he 
did not know he was connected with the railroad. 


DEFECTS IN THE NEV»’ SCHEDULE. 
A. A. Cohen appeared before the Board, and 
calle 1 attention to several errors ii the published 
schedule of fares, as adopted yesterday by the Com­ 
mission. 
He pointed ou t th a t bv stopping off at 
Tort Costa, and purchasing another ticket, a mau 
could get to Sacramento for levs than the published 
rate to Sacramento. 
The same was true in going to 
Monterey. 
By stopping at San Jo-i ami purchas ­ 
ing another ticket, a in tn cou d ge* to Monterey for 
seventy cents lesa than the pubbshed rate. 
Coh*. n 
sai t be did not know bow it happened, but lie 
called attention to the f ci. 
Thu schedule h?d evi­ 
dently not been considered a? fully a.s he had ad­ 
vised 
u form er communication to the B*>ard. 
>&. Foote ssked if the adoption of a three cent 
rale, which wiped nut all round trip fares, would 
not obvi te the difficulties to which he alluded. 
Mr. Cohen give Ids opinion on a three cent rate 
at ler.fith. Hu believed that some reduction in fane 
ought to be made. b "t the ertab ishm ent of a uni­ 
form three-cent rate would wipe out many of the 
stoall roads -n tho .State. 
Any rate ought to be ad­ 
just td fcn th e conditions of the business. 
Mr. Foote referred to hia note booh and read from 
a speech made by Mr. Cohen in Plat!’a Hall in 1879, 
in which he gave figures upon the eumings of tho 
Central Pa ifi-, and denounced the road. 
Mr. Cohen adm itted th at the speech was made by 
him, and said he had no desire !o take it back, bu t 
he objected to the present methods, and believed 
this railroad agitatiou as now managed, and the 
hostile action of the Commission, were doing more to 
perpetuate the railroad roonoj)oly than any other 
one thing. 
No Eastern capita! could be iaduccd to 
come to the State for the purpose of constructing 
railroads while the agitation lasted, and there could 
be no competition until such capital was allowed to 
come here He had becu East endeavoring to enlist 
capital, and bad f* und th at all railroad men were 
aware of the agitation going on heie. 
W ithout in­ 
ducements were offered, no more railroads would 
be built m California. 


THE BESUI/T OF REDUCTION. 
Mr. Foote—Do you think this Commission has 
made a mistake In establishing a maximum r 
Mr. Cohen—J do not go as far «as that 
It may 
not be harmful to try one. 
There is nothing like 
practice. 
Mr. Foote— Do you think a tbree-cent rate w ould 
work hardships on the railroads? 
Mr. Cohen—It is my judgm ent th at it would not 
do. 
Th«at is my opinion, however. A four-cent rate 
will probably not work much hardship. 
Mr. Foote—Don’t you think th at for several years 
the Central Pacific Railroad has been m aking more 
money than it ought to? 
Mr. CcliL-n—Y'es, sir ; I believe such to have been 
the fact. 
Mr. Foote—Don’t you think their profits should 
have been reduced ! 
Mr 
Cohen—Undoubtedly. 
Tbe conditions now 
are different, however, from those th at existed some 
years ago. 
The profits m ight have been too much 
some years ago, but not too much at present. 
W ithout figures 1 coulil not express an opinion. 
Mr, Cohen explained at length his former connec­ 
tion w ith the Central Pacific, stating that lie had 
never been an officer of the corporate n, a n i had 
been employed as attorney at one time for a special 
purpose. 
He had built the Alameda roo!, after­ 
wards sold to tbe C utral Pacific since which tim e 
he had had a great deal of trouble with the corpora­ 
tion. 
Some of the unpleasantness w*»s progressing 
still. 
Any action of the Commission in reference to 
fares and freights was of no interest to him, except 
th t he wanted more railroads in California, and op- 
posGd any action tending 1o scare capital away 
from the State. 


THE FREIGHT RATES 
J. C. Stubbs, Freight Traffic Manager of the Cen­ 
tral Pacific, appear* d and asked for more time to 
show cause why freight rates should not ho reduced. 
He stated t hat President S:ar.f >rd was in Europe, 
General Manager Towne at Para! o Springs, and 
himself ju st returned from the East after an ab- 
since of four weeks 
He was prepared, however, to 
give a few re«asons why freight fares should not he 
touched. 
He protested r.gaim-t reductions, as not 
demanded by the public aff. ited by them. The al­ 
leged agitation was being made byi* few newspapers 
for political efft-ct, and the men who were aiding it 
w ire none of them patrons of the r ilroids 
He 
denied th at any discriminations were made bv tho 
present freight tur ff of the company, that any such 
rat-j prevailed a* waa retarding the development of 
any county, £« far as wheat was c moerned, th at any 
wheat producers wo e ( outp aiding. 
He gave some 
comparison? with freight rate? on other roads, as 
follows : 
The rate on grain to Port Costa via the 
Central Pacific, was 
cents pur ton per ni;!e; on the 
Texas Pacific, 
r the same distance, to New Or­ 
leans, 2} cents ; Missouri Pacific, 2¿ cunt?; St. Louis 
and i*a:i Francisco, 2 45 cents ; St. P*u! road, 2 1 10 
cents ; Chicago ar.d Northwestern, 1 8 10 cents. The 
average charge per ton per mile on the N orthern 
Pacific Railroad wab 3.01 cents, while the average 
charge on the Central Paefic was 146 cents 
lie 
subm itted a num ber of com panions of the same im ­ 
port, on all the lines of the Central Pacific. 
He 
offered to subm it the original tariffs from which 
these figures had been compiled, with affidavits 
He asked tha? permission be granted to file a wri . 
ten argument. 
In response to questions Mr Stubbs stated th at 
no freight tariff could !>e framed except on c m- 
pirison (.f the rate with the volume of business if 
the business of the New York Central could be 
guaranteed to the Central Pacific, he would take toe 
responsibility of saying th at the company would 
duplicate the New York Central rates. 
The Board 
oUtfht not to compares California freight rates with 
those of other roads outside the State, w ithout com­ 
paring the volume of hubiiifes. 
Any other plan 
would be unjust. 
He explained m any technicali­ 
ties of classification and other considerations that 
regulated freight traffic rates. 
A long conversation took place between Messrs. 
Foote and «Stubbs, upon the principle? governing 
the fre ght business of the Central Pacific, and the 
information that ought to be acted ou by the Board 
in fixing rates. 
Mr. Stubbo held tn at it was the 
Board's duty to determ ine what was a fair rate, and 
then establish it. 
It *as finally decided to allow Mr. Stubbs tim e in 
which to argue the schedule of freights in process 
o! preparation. 
The Board adjourned until Monday

(. lose observers of the various agitations 
that have worked disastrous effects in the 
economy of California have not been de­ 
ceived as to the potent causes. 
The press 
of California has occupied a very peculiar 
relation to public affairs. 
W ith a few 
honorable exceptions here and there, stand­ 
ing out like refreshing green spots in a 
desert of venality, the press is responsible 
for about all the unnecessary and unwar­ 
ranted irritation experienced in California 
in the adjustm ent of capital to the condi­ 
tions under which investments have been 
made, and especially as to capital invested 
in railroad building and operation. 
The 
statem ent will probably excite the ani­ 
mosity of the class referred to, but that 
will be additional evidence of a truth well 
established. 
In the case of the railroad 
crusade, it must be admitted that is a m at­ 
ter of history. W ard strikers, manipulators 
of conventions, and all of the class that 
make politics a business, have coined the 
anti-railroad agitation into money. 
They 
have never had the interests of the people 
at heart, although in their name they as­ 
sume to speak and act. 
They have, by 
devices well understood, “ worked u p ” 
the present agitation, just as in the past 
they have engineered similar assaults upon 
other enterprises. 
One of their chief aids, 
if not the chief, has been a large portion 
of the country press, whose office seems to 
be to foster a menacing sentiment against 
corporations 
engaged 
in 
prosecuting 
industries 
that 
have 
done, 
and 
do 
more 
now, 
than 
any 
other 
agen­ 
cies 
to 
develop 
the 
resources 
of 
the country. 
As a consequence the lat­ 
ter have been forced to defend, and 
to avail themselves of the class of people 
who control the course of legislation, that 
the right might not be crushed out. Those 
who have been intim ately related to any 
assooiation for establishing desirable in­ 
dustries, for manufacturing, for mining, 
for 
navigation, for 
developing special 
capacities of the soil, for facilitating trans­ 
portation, for experimenta' industries, for 
Inducing immigration, for the construction 
of great public works, etc., know this to 
be true. 
Capital is driven at the first step 
to take care of the assailants whose motive 
is personal aggrandizement, and to make 
peace with the powers that direct legisla­ 
tion and nominate men for office. 
It is a 
part 
of 
the 
history 
of 
the 
State 
that 
delegates 
to 
conventions 
have 
come 
down 
from 
counties 
where 
a strong 
hostile 
sentiment 
has beín 
“ worked up ” against any particular en­ 
terprise, 
and 
have 
coined 
that 
hos­ 
tility into money. 
For years, and dating 
back to a time prior to the era of railroad 
building, a large portion of the press of 
this State has been engaged, possibly at 
times unwittingly, in manufacturing goods 
for a m arket in which the usual element 
in polities controls the price lists. 
While 
no prominent corporate enterprises have 
escaped, none have been so persistently ae. 
sailed and forced to defend the right against 
these agencies as transportation companies, 
and no agitation has been so industriously 
“ worked ” in the interests of the low po­ 
litical elements as that directed against 
railroad companies and their shareholders. 
I t is time the people should awake to a 
full realization of these facts, and should 
look beneath tho surface for the true causes 
of the crusades against capital ami indus­ 
try in California. 
There are journal? in 
the State that have been and are conscien­ 
tious and self respecting, that h»'-e con­ 
sidered the facts, formed cool judgm ents— 
have had the courage of their conviotiocs,

The Examiner, in endeavoring to inter­ 
pret an expression of this journal, which 
needed no interpretation, since it was a3 
clear and unambiguous as language could 
make it, says:

UNION when it holds that to levy an ex­ 
traordinary tariff on a locality because it 
has not competitive facilities, is Bimply ex­ 
tortion. For once the Examiner has voiced 
a truism. 
No railroad tariff in California 
of which we have ever heard does any­ 
thing of the kind.

PACIFIC SLOPE. 


If we remember aright, there was a 
party that canvassed this good State last 
year upon a pledge to repeal the “ Sunday 
Law.” 
There was nothing too severe for 
the promoters of that scheme to say against 
the people who believed one day of rest in 
seven to be a wise provision. 
The repeal­ 
ing party distinctly announced its uncom­ 
promising hostility to any and all resfrie- 
tiona upon “ personal liberty ” in the form 
of Sunday laws. 
T hat party repealed the 
obnoxious statute. 
It is the dominant 
party in San Francisco. 
The Legislature 
of that city is thoroughly Democratic. 
Yet that same body has just passed a Sun­ 
day law, and tailed on to it a “ restriction 
upon personal liberty ” th at shames the 
moat rigid of blue laws. 
The ordinance 
designates the boundaries within which 
public laundries and wash-houses may be 
lawfully located. 
Section I then declares : 
No person or persons owning or employed in the 
public laundrico or public vru»li-bou*e8, provided fof 
in Section 1 of this order, shall wash or iron clothes 
between the hours of 10 P. m. and C a . m., nor upon 
any portion of that day known as Sunday. 
I t is here to be noted th at any good 
Democrat who owns a public laundry 
within the district is prohibited from 
cleansing tho family linen anywhere in the 
city, after 10 P. M. or earlier than (5 A. M,f 
or on Sunday. 
It is also to be noted that 
while saloons and dance-houses, restau­ 
rants, balls, parties, machine shops—in* 
deed, all other matters and things may be 
carried on all night long and on Sundays, 
the Democratic shirt-front can only be pol­ 
ished prior to 10 p. m. and subsequent to 
G A. m. on week days. 
This ordinance 
reads well in the light of the late Sunday 
law fulminations of our Bourbon friends. 


THE 
SCOTT LAW 
DECISION. 


The Supreme Court of Ohio has not, as 
was feared, perm itted the decision in the 
Scott law case to go off upon a side issue. 
On the contrary, the decision is direct, and 
fully establishes the constitutionality of 
the Act. 
That law is restrictive of retail 
liquor-selling, by a system of taxation, 
thus placing the traffic under like burdens 
with other business. 
The result will be to

Colusa, June 27th.—The trial oi Iluram Miller, 
fur the killing of Dr. Hugh J. Glenn, was resumed 
before Judge Bridgford this 
morning, liuram 
Miller, the defendant, \va3 called to the stand fur 
cross examination, and in no material point differed 
from the statement made on the direct examination. 
Several other witnesses were examined, when the 
Court Pack a reces?. 
“ THE ROSEBUD” ON THE STAND. 
At tho afternoon session the Courfc-room w* s 
packed with spectators. The defendant» family sat 
near him, as they have since the opeoiug of the 
trial. General Jo Hamilton, fur the prosecution, 
called, “ Mr. Sheriff, will you call Mrs. C. B. Dyer.” 
The liatter of far.s and the* buzz outside the- bar *>f 
the Court instantly ceased, and all e\H9\vere turned 
toward the door through which 'lie líostbud of Ja 
ciuto was entering with Sheriff I'avis. 
The lady 
took the witness-stand, and on direct examination 
stated that she kuew Dr. Glenn in hid liie-tince; 
kr.ew Mr. Miller. 
Between the 1st of January and 
the 17th of February he boarded at her houde at 
Jacinto. She was there known as Mrs. C. B. Posteu ; 
Had since, on the 5th of May, married. At her 
house in Jacinto all the book-keepers and clerks 
boarded, as did also Dr. Ulenn. No gentlemen 
roomed there. There were in the house the house­ 
keeper, Mrs. Wilcox, and another lady.| Witness was 
with Dr. Glenu when he engaged Miller. 
Counsel—Where have you beer, for the past three 
weeks ? 
Witness— For two weik3 past I have been at Me­ 
ridian. 
Counsel—Who subpenaed you? 
Witness—Mr. Bayne. I was also subpenaed at 
my house in San Francisco, and told to come tc 
Meridian, and that if I did not come of my own free 
will 1 would be brought. 
In response to further questions, witness said that 
one week ago last Wednesday, and during the pro­ 
gress of the trial, Messrs. Hamilton and Bayne had 
talked to her about the case, and she had told iht-w 
that she saw the shooting. Witness had lived at the 
house at Jacinto, back of the store, for two years 
prior to the shooting. 
Counsel for the defense—Was your name ever 
Mrs. Griswold? 
Witness • No ; it was not. 
Counsel—Were you ever married to Dr. Clarence 
Griswold ? 
Counsel for the prosecution objected, and was 
sustained. 
Counsel for the defense—Were you ever married 
to Dr. Lewellyn ¿oahy, and divorced from him in 
Sau Francisco on account of adultery ? 
k bjected to by tho prosecution, ar.d the Court, as 
is his custom, took part in tne argument, saying 
that he was unable to see what difference it would 
make if the witness had a hundred husbands. 
JacKson Hatch—I don’t suppose it would, from 
your view of the case and that of counsel for the 
prosecution. 
The question was ruled out by the Court. 
Counsel—Was youi name ever Mrs. Deering? 
Witness—No. 
Counsel—Did you tell me at your house in San 
Francisco that you were in the room and saw Dr. 
Glenn knock Miller down ? 
Witness—I did not tell you that I saw Glenn knock 
him down. I went in a3 lie was getting ud. 
Counsel—Did you not tell me in your room at the 
Golden Kagle Hotel, in Sacramento, that you saw 
Glenn kuock Miller down? 
Witness—I told you I saw Miller getting up. 
Counsel—Do you remember telling me that you 
did not wonder at Dr. Glenn’s being killed, he was 
so violent? 
• 
Objected to by the prosecution and objection sus­ 
tained. 
Counsel—Do you remember telling me that if the 
prosecution placed you on the stand you would sav 
that you knew nothing about it? 
Witness—I said I did not wish to have anything to 
do with the case, and that wheu I left Jacinto I left 
all that behind me. 
Counsel—Was your name ever McDurgy ? 
Objection of prosecution sustained bv the Court. 
Witness stated that she had told Mr. Hatch if she 
was subpenaed by the prosecution she would let him 
know, and it was agreed that she was to telegraph 
him the word “ Omega.” 
General Hamilton (with a display of envy)—So 
you were communicating with Mr. hatch in cipher, 
were you? 
“ There was an understanding.” 
“ What does * omega * mean ? 
The Rosebud (smiling)— It meant “ I am coming.” 
“ Well,” said the irate- General, “ did you come? ” 
Tho Rosebud appeased coucst I by stating that she 
told her husband about it, and lie sent the telegram. 
Redirect—Mr. Hatch bad called at her house, at 
711 Post street. She afterwards met Mr. Hatch in 
Sacramento, by appointment. They ta ked of the 
case, and witness said she did not wish to be mixed 
up in it. 
When she ;eft Jacinto she left everything. 
Keeross examined- Mr. Hatch told me lie* might 
wish to summon me hims’ lf for the defense, and 
asked me to let him know where I was. but 1 did not 
vlo it. 
The prosecution here re3ted the case. 
Counsel for the defense asked that Mr?. Posten be 
recalled, and the Sheriff was sent in search of the 
Rosebud, 
tie returned with a message that the 
lady' was so exhausted that Bhe had undressed and 
gone to bed at her hotel. 
Counsel for the defense insisted that ahe be 
brought into Court. 
The Court insisted that counsel state what he 
wished to prove by the witness, and c« uusel said he 
wiáhed to show that the Rosebud had been kept at 
Meridian under instructions of counsel for the pros­ 
ecution. 
Counsel for the prosecution objected, and the 
Court sustained the ohjtction and also entered a re­ 
fusal to disturb the Rosebud in her retirement. 
At this moment it was found that the Sheriff, on 
his return from his Eearch for.M.s. Dyer, had taken 
the defendant from the room, and Miller was absent 
during all the latter proceedings, llis counsel en­ 
tered an exception to the proceeding, on the ground 
of error. 
Jackson Hatch made a statement that Mrs. 
Posten, both at her house in Suu Francisco and also 
at tho Golden Eagle Hotel in Sacramento, stated 
that she had been present and seen Dr. Glenn knocx 
Miller down. 
The defense here closed. 
The ca=e will be argued to morrow morning, 
Richard Bayne opening for the prosecution ami 
General Jo Hamilton closing. Jacksrn Hatch will 
present the argumeut for the defendant.

A BISGRAC3 TO SAC&ASÍEHTO. 


That the Chinese quarters in Sacramento 
are a disgrace to the city is an oft-repeated 
and truthful assertion. Their habits, mode 
of living, tumble-down and filthy lenemente, 
above and under the ground, are constantly 
breeding disease and death. Not a zephyr 
from the north but what, as it passes through 
and ever this disease-breeding, eye-sore-to- 
civilization district, 
becomes impregnated 
with noxious and 
poisonous vapors and 
gases, and the health of the entire city is 
affected thereby. Notwithstanding the ordi­ 
nances passed against it, it is a well-known 
fact that hundreds of water-closets in China­ 
town connect directly with and empty into 
the main Eewers. 
A reporter takicg a 
trip through I street yesterday, from Sec­ 
ond to Fifth, abont noon, when the sun 
was hot aud acting upon all the fiith ex­ 
posed to its rays, fonud the stench arising 
therefrom 
cffraaive and almost unbear­ 
able. The portion of the city referred to is 
owned by Amaric ms, most of whom are per­ 
sons of wealth, and realize large monthly rent­ 
als from those old tumble-down rookeries and 
under ground dens of vice. 
The law and 
ordinances regulating these matters ought to 
be and the health of the city demands that 
they should be enforced. 
A new Health 
Officer has bsen appointed, whose duty it is 
to see that the ordinances are not violated, 
and be shonld file complaints against all the 
guilty parties referred to. 
It is a duty he 
owes to the community as a sworn officer of 
the law, and he should discharge that duty 
without fear or favor. Sacramentaría as a 
general rule are proud of their city, and al­ 
ways refer wi.h apparent pleasure to its 
broad streets, beau i ful avenues, handsome 
public buildings, elegant private residences, 
substantial business blocks, shady drives, etc. 
The other day a party from the East Btepped 
from the train onto the platform of the depot 
to take a view of the city. Pointing to the 
Chinese quarter, an elegant view of which 
was obtained from where he stood, he re­ 
marked to a friend, who is a resident of this 
city, “ So, this is Sacramento. From the 
glowing detcriptions you gave of its beauty, 
I supposed I would see something grand. 
Why, you said it was beautiful. Well, my 
friend, I always knew that Pittsburg was a 
dirty little place, and in that line ‘took the 
cake,’ but my honest opinion is that, from ail 
that I can see of .Sacramento, she is entitled 
to a quit claim deed to * the whole bakery.’" 


H it t in g t h e P i p e —Yesterday morning, 
while officer Fredericks was secreted in the 
alley between I and J, Third and Fourth 
streets, watching for burglars whom he ex­ 
pected would visit that quarter, a well- 
dressed lady and a good looking yourg man 
» brushed by him and disappeared a short dir- 
tanca beyond in the rear end of an opium- 
dea in the Chineso quarter. About half an 
hour afterwards the officTr groped his wsy 
through the filthy backyard leading to the 
room where the almond-eyed Celestial deals 
out the deadly drug to women au 1 men, boys 
and girls, and tffecfed an entrance without 
being discovered. When he entered the room 
he stood aghast at the spectacle. On a rude 
wooden platform, recumbent in the arms of 
her lover, lay the woman in an almost nude 
condition, while she was puffing away at an 
opium-pipe and fully nnaer the influence of 
the drug. To describe further what the offi­ 
cer saw, and what was being witnessed by a 
dozen blsar-eyed Cele»tiils, cannot be done 
in these columns. The officer arrested the 
man and woman, the proprietor of the den 
and another Chinaman, handcuffed them 
together and took them to the station-house. 
Iiecent developments and inquiries in regard 
to opium-smoking prove that it is not coa- 
tined to the low-r classes, but that it has ob­ 
tained quite a bold upon and is freely u ed by 
some of the “ upper-tendom.” This vice is 
growing to an alarming extent in this city. 
W hat they call “ joints” have been discov­ 
ered in lodging-houses in many portions of 
the city, and occur every few doors along 
' Second street between I and L, and E street 
from Froot to Fourth, while Chinatown is 
fuil of them, 
K egimental Okdkbs.—I n compliance with 
General Orders No. 4, from brigade headquar­ 
ters, dated Jane 20th, companies A, II, G, 
Governor's Guard (cadet company), field 
and staff (latter mounted), will assemble at 
the regimental armory on Wednesday, July 
4th, in fuil uniform, at 9 o'clock A. M„ for 
parade, as required by law.

Captain Cooke, 
commanding Company B, will detail a squad 
from his company to fire the customary salute 
on that day.

N o te3. — John Desmond, of 
Company A, of this city, has been appointed 
Ordnance Sergeant on the regimental staff, 
upon recommendati n of Captain Burke,vice 
Ogg, discharged ; rod J. G. Htffernan, of 
Company G, has been appointed Hospital 
Steward on regimental staff, vice O’Rourke, 
discharged. Toe following transfers have 
been made upon the recommendation of the 
respective company commanders : Sergeant 
Thomas King, Corporal W. Hogan, Corporal 
B. Hart, privates J, Glass and G. Simpson 
from Cadet Company to Company A ; pri­ 
vate C. King from Cadet Company to Com­ 
pany B. Privates M. Carrigan, W, Duffy, 
-Tames Downs and A. R osp, of the Cadet 
Company, bavs been koaorably discharged on 
account of removal from the county. 


T h e M il it a r y B a n d .—There is great diE- 
satisfactiou throughout the city, especially in 
military circles, because the First Artillery 
band has not been employed to furnish music 
on the Fourth of July. They being a portion 
of the regiment, and as the military is the 
chief feature in the parade, it looks eingular 
that the Music Committee would igoore them 
entirely. They have a reputation of being 
the best band in the State, and the one which 
will take its place on the Fourth is green, 
only having, it is asserted, bat four months’ 
practice. There seems to have been a mis­ 
understanding between the agent of the baud 
and one of the committee. The band as a 
whole are said to be ready and anxious to 
march at the head of the regiment, aud are 
not captious as to the price. 


R a t e s s C a s e .—Yesterday Baron A. E. 
Olatovsky, Russian Consul-General for this 
coast, citte up from San Francisco to inter­ 
cede with the Governor fcr the neck of 
Eaten, the murderer of James Lansing, He, 
accompanied by Elwood Bruner, Rater's 
counsel, had an interview with Governor 
Stoneman. The latter stated that the matter 
could not be considered properly before him, 
as the remittitur from the Supreme Court 
had cot been received, and the prisocer hid 
not been seDtencsd. Tee rem ittitur is daily 
expected, and will probably reach here this 
week. The time for filing a petition for a re­ 
hearing before the Sonreías Court expired on 
Monday, and now the only hope for the 
prisoner's life is through the Executive.

The cross-examination of Warden AmeB 
was resumed yesterday morning by Mr. 
Sears alter the meeting of the State Prison 
Investigating Commission. The old question 
of “ prison improvement and general ex­ 
pense ” account was ventilated for the flfth or 
sixth time, as was also the allegations regard­ 
ing the deficiency appropriation, and a half­ 
dozen other old points, after which specifica­ 
tion 7 was reached. This alleges a balance of 
§11,110 54 for the fiscal year ending June 
30, 1882, as unaccounted lor. Witness ex- 
pi .ined that the amount was not cash, as al­ 
leged, but was stock and material, and was 
accounted for under that head, and abo 
in the quarterly report to the Controller, 
Witness explained the workings of the vari­ 
ous departments—how material was supplied 
by different firms and goods returned, a cer­ 
tain schedule price per piece for the manu­ 
factured articles being charged, and not 00 
cents per day for each convict, as charged in 
specification 9. 
Mr. Arnes did not wish to state how much 
per convict was received under this method, 
as it was a matter which affected the businers 
and discipline of the prison, but any farther 
particulars io regard to the schedule or the 
price per convict he was perfectly willing to 
explain to the Governor privately. 
After Borne drecustion by counsel, Judge 
Wallace stated that the Governor would re­ 
ceive no private communications on the sub­ 
ject, and the witness stated that the actual 
compensation received per day was 71.6 cents 
for each convict so employed. From thie 
had to be deducted the 10 cents paid to the 
convict, and it still left 13] cents more than 
is received by any other State Prison in the 
United States. 
Specification 10 alleges that the Directors 
required Warden AmeB and Warden Pock- 
msn to waive their constitutional rights and 
duties with respect to the appointment and 
discharge of subordinate officers and em- 
p! yes. The witness flatly denied the allega­ 
tion, and said that the Board nor any mem­ 
ber of it never ones interfered in any way 
with the appointments. Of course he had 
-frequently consulted with members of the 
Board about individuals with which tho lat­ 
ter were acquainted, but only to receive in­ 
formation. 
The erection of the jute factory, the salary 
received by the Directorp, the charge against 
the Warden of selling forage to the prison, 
the employment of Chinese in the jute fac­ 
tory, aud tie purchase of jute, was again 
gone over without eliciting any new informa­ 
tion. 
Witness said he had a pystem of bookkeep­ 
ing by which he could tell at any hour of any 
day in the year the exact condition of the 
prison’s affairs—could be told almost in­ 
stantly. For the expenses of the prison for 
the past three and a half months, not one dol­ 
lar has been drawn from the State Treasury. 
The earnings for the past year were about 
§60,090 more than during the first year of 
witness’term as Warden. 
A recees was then taken to 1:30 p. ir. 
Warden Ames' cross-examination was re­ 
sumed in the afternoon. The correspondence 
in regard to purchasing the jute machinery 
from Fairburn, Kennedy & Naylor was pro­ 
duced and read. There were a half dozen or 
more letters, and they were offered in evi­ 
dence, as was also the contract with the firm. 
Specification 19 is admitted in the answer, 
excepting that it is averred that the payment 
of ten cents per day to convicts for faithful 
labor is not contrary to law. 
Counsel asked if the witness was acquainted 
with the customs of other penal institutions 
in regard to extra pay to convicts for faithful 
labor. 
Colonel Flournoy objected, on the ground 
that it was irrelevant and immaterial. 
The Commission overruled tho objection, 
and the witness said he was acquainted with 
the custom, and it wa3 usual to allow a small 
compensation. 
The payment has proved an 
invaluable aid in the maintenance of dis­ 
cipline. 
[Counsel said interrogatively, ‘‘I t makes 
the convicts better satisfied with their lot?” 
The Governor remarked, sotto voce “ Hard 
lot.”] 
Specification twenty alleges that entries 
were not made by the Directors in their 
journal of all the orders made by the Board, 
but witness knew of no orders that had not 
been entered. 
Specifications twenty-one and twenty-two 
were passed very quickly, connsel remarking 
that the Commission had to come to the 
rescue once, and might again, if the matter 
was followed up. 
The specifications filed the day previously 
were then taken up, and it was found that 
during the discussion, when one of them had 
been stricken out after being read, the copies 
had been changed and the wrong specification 
was cros-cd out in the one that was filed. 
Instead of the one numbered twenty-three, 
as published in tho R ec o r d-U h io s yester­ 
day, the following was inserted : 
Specification ”3. That there tvas constructed at 
said prison at San Quentin a w atci-wheel of great 
value, to w it: of the value of §">00, and a yacht also 
constructed at sal 1 prison, both having heen con­ 
struct* d mainly by the lahor "f convicts, and in part 
out of m aterial owned hy said prison m d by the 
State of California, and that said yacht was of the 
value of 82,500, and that said water-wheel and said 
yacht were constructed fur private individuals, and 
the foregoing facts in this specification were well 
known to said Directors, at and during and after 
said construction, and the further fact th at the m a­ 
terial used as aforesaid, and the convict labor afore­ 
said, was never paid to or on behalf of said prison, 
or to the State of California, or the p- ople thereof, 
was also well known then and thereafter to said id. 
rectors, and approved by them. 
Witness re-umad: There was no water- 
wheel built, but there was a wind-wheei par­ 
tially constructed in one of the departments ; 
there was not over one day’s work done by 
one convict on the whee’, and that was in 
giving cut some cf the lumber to save ship­ 
ping chaiges, and the refuse lumber w»b given 
to the State and was more tn&D twice the 
value of the work done ; the machinery be­ 
longed to the California Furniture Company; 
the lumber was all paid tor. The story of 
building the yacht at the prison was again 
related, corresponding exactly to the testi­ 
mony given by Clerk Ellis. Witness believed 
that tha State required a yacht or eimilar 
vessel to meet any emergency that might 
arise, and the use of this yacht more than 
compensated the prison for what work might 
have been done on its construction by convicts. 
(Specification 24 ) Ifc wa3 impossible to com­ 
ply with the law in regard to depositing tho 
proceeds of sales of manufactured articles in 
the Sta'e Treasury for the first portion of 
March, 1SS1, as the previous aoministration’s 
deficiency etnbraeed tha whole sum in the 
prisoners' fund ; and there is another law 
which requires that prisoners, when leaving, 
shall be returned the money they brought 
with them, and alia be paid their earnings 
while there, and, had tho money heea de­ 
posited in the State Treasuiy, there would 
have been no funds to meet these demands. 
(Specification 26.) Witness Bhowed by the 
b ’ok of original entry of the prison that 
where the work of removing lumber from 
schooners or other similar work was done by 
convicts, fifty cents per day for each convict 
is charged and collected, and is accounted fcr 
iu the prison funds, aud stated that there is 
no contract for such labor. 
The particulars of the construction of the 
buildings in the cfficer.i’ quarters, and the 
erection of cottages, was given by the wit­ 
ness, and was substantially a corroboration of 
Clerk Ellis’ testimony. The accumulation 
of permanent improvements at the prison 
witnout any appropriation from the S ate 
witness estimated to he worth about §150,000. 
The examination about this time ran into 
the workings of the previous prison adminis­ 
tration, and Colonel Flourney objected, say­ 
ing that be was not prepared and did not 
propose to vindicate the old administration, 
altbcugh he had no doubt it could be easily 
done. 
Mr. Scare did not appear to care, and in 
the midst of the discussion announced that 
he was through with the examination of the 
witness. 
Colonel Flourney then asked for an ad­ 
journment until this morning at 10 o’clock, 
saying there were twenty or thirty new 
points which had been brought out in the 
cross-examination, on whicb he wished to 
cross-examine the witness, and he also wished 
to recall him on one “ very important ” point. 
The recess to 10 o'clock this morning was 
then ordered. ____________ 


P o l ic e C o d b t.— In the Police Court yes­ 
terday morning the continued case of Wong 
Jack, accused of threats to commit murder, 
was, upon motion of the prosecution, dis­ 
missed on payment of costs. 
Jose Soto, 
who was convicted for having while drunk 
shamefully beat-n an old lady, was sentenced 
to pay a tine of §100 or Berve one hundred 
days in the county jai'. R. Montgomery, 
charged with visiting an opium den, pleaded 
guilty to the charge, but sentence wasdeferred 
until to-day. Mrs. Hendrich, charged with 
visiting an opium den and smoking therein, 
entered a plea of cot guilty, and demanded a 
jury trial. 
The Court askc-d her if she would 
not be willing to be tried by six jurymen, 
when she replied promptly, “ No, sir; by 
twelve or more." The Judge remarked that 
twelve was the limit, issued a venire for the 
jury, and continued the case until to-day.

Nothing in his sworn statement is additional 
to what has been already published in these 
columns. The widow lady, about whom all 
the trouble in the Hebb family has been 
made, stays with the wounded man, an 1 al­ 
lows uo one else to wait upon him. Public 
sentiment in the neighborhood is very much 
divided, but the majority seems to be on Mrs. 
Hebb’s side. They say she is a good woman, 
and all this trouble has been brought about 
by Hebb. They stoutly deny that Mrs. 
Hebb is addicted to the use cf ardent spirits, 
as he alleges. Mrs. Hebb is still in jail. 
An E q u in e W o n d e r .—Yesterday Horace 
Eidred, of the State House Hotel, purchased 
of S. Trefry a promising young trotting 
horse, for which he paid §4,000 in cash. The 
horse is a bright bay gelding, sixteen hands 
high, and 5 years old. From trials at Agri­ 
cultural Park this horse has proven himself 
to be the fastest that ever trotted over that 
course, if not the fastest in tha world, lie 
has with apparent ease trotted a quarter in 
30 seconds, a half in 1:04, and a mile in 2K19J. 
Mr. Eidred was < ftered within an hour after 
hi3 purchase §6,000 for the animal, but says 
he will not disp ise of him until the time of 
Maud S. ia clipped by at least a couple of 
seconds. 
The horse ia strong, compactly 
built, and ze pretty as a picture. 
He w»s 
raised by Mr. Trefry near Salinas City. The 
borse has been placed in charge of P. Will­ 
iams, a competent trainer, and is stabled at 
Agricultural Park. 


H e a d e d O f f A g a in .—The Sacramento 
boys who were not allowed by some Wash­ 
ington youths to cress the Sacramento bridge 
one evening last week to spark some of the 
belles of tbe neighboring village, engaged a 
fisherman at the foot of N street to take 
them across the river in a row boat.
